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5. The Chairman informed the Committee that, while there had been 
general improvement in the subaactioa, "Cam-aonts on Principal Sources % 
there were still many instances of too brief and too generalised Comments. 
Specifically, the purpose of the Comments is threefold* a) to indioate to 
the user the credence to be attached to the intelligence! b) to indicate tp 
the field collection activities the significant gaps in the intellig ence ; 
and o) to list the principal sources used in the development of tie section. 


Members were requested to stress the vital importance of Comments 
on Principal Sources to their working levels and to bring to their attention 
periodically NIS MEMO HO, 4 of 9 May 1949 which sets forth as a guide to 
analysts examples of Comments relating to three hypothetical situations* 
a) collection effort satisfactory! b) selective collection effort required* 
and e) comprehensive collection effort necessary.
